Strafford z bur mercy being as inherent,and inſepara- 
ble to a King as Juſtice. I deſire at this rims in ſome meas, 
fare to ſhew, thar likewiſe by ſuffering that unfortunate 
man tofalfill che naturall courſe of his life in a cloſe im 
priſonment; yer ſo, thar it ever hemake theleaſt offer ro 
eſcape, or offer dire&ly, or indireAly to meddlein any 
fort of Publique buſineſle ; eſpecially with me, eicher 
by Meſſage, or Letter, it ſhall coſt him hislife withour 
further Progefſe, This, if ir may be done without the dif 
contentment of my People, will be an unſpeakable con 
rentment to me, 

To which end, as in the firſt place, T by this Letter dg 
earneſtly defire your approbation, and to endear it the 
more, havechoſen him to carry it, that of all your Houſe 
is moſt dear tome. So-I defire that by a conference, you 
will endeavour to giverhe Houſe of Commons content- 
ment: Likewiſe affuring you, that the excuſe of mercy 
is no more pleafing to me, then to ſee both Houſes of 
Parliament conſent for my ſake, that Iſhould moderate 


the ſeverity of the Law, in 17A a caſe,
